San Jose, CA — Members of the Sili- 
con Valley Impeachment Coalition met with 
Congresswomen Zoe Lofgren to ask her to 
be a driving force behind the impeachment 
hearings. Zoe is a member of the house 
judiciary committee and has the authority 
to bring impeachment hearings back to the 
table and reveal what Michael Bloomquist 
calls “blatant fraud since 2004” on the part 
of President Bush, Vice president Cheney, 
and finance executives. 

Bloomquist, a real-estate agent, bro- 
ker, and member of the coalition, believes 
the loan crisis is a direct result of Presi- 
dent Bush’s and Vice President Cheney’s 
leadership because these officials have 


/ 


virtually eliminated checks and balances 
for themselves, bank executives, and other 
companies. The lending crisis is unveiling 
itself to be the worst collapse in the hous- 
ing market since the depression and there is 
worse to come. 

A high percentage of the foreclosures 
in the Silicon Valley are affecting Hispanic 
borrowers. Bloomquist says Hispanics were 
exploited by the lending industry in par- 
ticular because so many loan agents, who 
received incentives tied to interest rates and 
loan amounts, used English documentation 
when borrowers weren’t well versed in 
English, getting them to commit to loans 
they couldn’t afford.

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2008 State of Silicon 
Valley Conference 
unites stakeholders

This year the “annual town meeting” convened on February 22, 
2008 at the McEnery Convention Center to look once again at Silicon 
Valley’s dynamic future. The conference was carbon neutral thanks to 
PG&E and its Climate Smart Program reducing an estimated 40,000 
tons of gas that would have been generated by the conference. 

Early on, Sheila Bair, chair of the FDIC, gave the keynote address 
calling for cities to be prepared for more foreclosures and asking the 
public to put this sad chapter in the country’s financial history behind 
them and to look forward instead. She also called for placing regula- 
tions on the finance industry as a whole and for adjusting current loans 
so borrowers losing their homes can keep them. 

The next wave in Silicon Valley could be electric cars as the 
industry positions itself to be a leader with local companies like AC 
Propulsion, Tesla, California Cars, and GM forging the way. Tom Gage, 
CEO of AC Propulsion; Felix Kramer, founder of California Cars; and 
Byron Shaw, from GM, who joined together for a panel discussion, 
consider Silicon Valley an area in a perfect position to adopt this tech- 
nology due to high gas prices, local enthusiasm for green technologies, 
and interest in plug-in hybrids. 

Felix Kramer says electric cars are a viable alternative because “no 
new infrastructure is needed” unlike biofuel technology. The cost still 
remains high for fully electric cars, though and standard car companies 
are slow to jump on board with the technology. So far companies like 
Google and cities like San Jose and San Francisco have fleets of electric 
cars to satisfy a growing need for greener automobiles. 

As the Oakland A’s and San Francisco 49ers prepare to move 
to the Bay Area, Silicon Valley will need to address issues of capac- 
ity. Overall stakeholders of these franchises, Michael Crowley, Greg 
Jamissn, and Jed York believe that the South Bay market lends itself 
to professional sports. According to Greg Jamison, “HP Pavilion is the 
3rd busiest building in the country in terms of events.” Jed York, presi- 


dent of Strategic Planning for the 49ers, says the team plans to move - 
operations south to Santa Clara and build a state of the art stadium for 


60,000 fans using redevelopment funds. 

The stadium will be offered for public and community use and te 
to twelve 49ers games per season. The planned Cisco Field in Fremo 
to accommodate the A’s baseball team is more limited since the season 
runs from April to October. The stadium is also designed be a state of 
the art facility and hold 30,000 fans. 

As far as making these sports appeal to Silicon Valley’s diverse 
community and acknowledging that soccer is the biggest sport in the 
world, the teams plan to convert local soccer communities to specta- 
tors. Their approach to pricing will be a tiered approach suitable to all 
economic levels of people. 

Other concurrent break-out panels included discussions on how 
Silicon Valley can prepare for a major disaster; on working to make 
electronic medical records a reality; on providing a model for climate 
protection as well as economic growth; on turning El Camino Real 
into a showcase for urban planning and design; and lastly, on Silicon 
Valley’s evolving role in the global economy.<>

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Crisis golpea a California con el aumento de los embargos 


Los Angeles (EFE) — La 
crisis de vivienda en EE.UU. golpea 
particularmente a California que 
presenta seis de las 10 áreas metro- 
politanas con más embargos y caída 
en los precios de las propiedades, de 
acuerdo con un informe. Los índices 
de desahucios en el llamado Estado 
Dorado aumentaron en enero, pese a 
que en diciembre habían alcanzado 
un récord histórico. 

“Las cifras de enero de- 
muestran que la actividad de los 
embargos continúa en una tenden- 
cia ascendente, incrementándose 
sustancialmente desde hace un 
año en muchos estados”, afirmó 
James Saccacio, jefe ejecutivo de 
RealtyTrac, empresa especializada 
en información sobre embargos, al 

. presentar el reporte. e 

“Sin emnergo el aumento men- 
sual de 8 por viento de enero no 
es como el máximo de 19% que 
vimos en enero de 2007 y algunos 
estados claves, actualmente están 
experimentando una disminución 
de la actividad de los embargos 
desde el mes anterior”, agregó. Los 
embargos en California, proporcio- 
nalmente, fueron los segundos más 
grandes de toda la nación, siendo 
superados únicamente por Nevada, 
que reportó más de 6,000 registros 
en el mes de enero.

Por su parte Florida, presentó 
el tercer mayor índice de actividad 
relativa a ejecución de hipotecas en 
el país. California y Florida tienen 
ocho de las 10 áreas metropolita- 
nas con mayor índices de embargo 
de toda la nación. De las más de 
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233,000 propiedades con registros 
de embargos en el pais, California 


posee más de 57,000 y Florida más ~ 


de 30,000. 


Mientras, el precio de la vivien- 
da sigue cayendo en EE.UU. Du- 
rante el cuarto trimestre de 2007 se 
presentó una disminución del 8.9% 
en su valor promedio con respecto 
al mismo período de 2006, la más 
grande caída de precios en los últi- 
mos 20 años en el país. Un análisis 
comparativo de las 10 áreas metro- 
politanas más grandes de la nación 


igualmente mostró una baja récord ~ 


de 9.8%. “Hemos tenido un fin de 
año sombrío para el mercado de la 
vivienda en 2007”, afirmó Robert 
Shilier profesor de la Universidad 
de Yale refiriéndose el informe. 

Miami continúa liderando 
la caída de precios con un 17.5% 
anual. Las Vegas y Phoenix pre- 
sentan una caída de 15.3% seguidas 
de San Diego con una disminución 
del 15%. Las propiedades en Los 
Ángeles perdieron 13.7% de su 
valor y en San Francisco con 10.8% 
durante 2007. 


Los registros relacionados 
con procesos de embargo, aunque 
aumentaron lo hicieron a un menor 
ritmo que en diciembre por lo 
cual algunos analistas piensan que 
el ritmo de aumento no será tan 
marcado en el próximo trimestre.

La actual Corporación de la 
Plaza de la Herencia, ha solicitado 
ayuda financiera a la alcaldía ar- 
gumentando que es insuficiente el 
presupuesto que ésta provee para la 
operación de la Plaza.

Borrowers were able to buy 
houses with no money down and 
were extended credit on stated 
income loans where loan agents 
falsified incomes and charged as 
many as 3 points so they could 
earn high commissions. 

This resulted in interest 
rates that eventually increased 
payments when borrowers did 
not earn enough income to make 
up the difference. Banks are now 
bringing judgments against these 
homeowners and Bloomquist 
thinks that is tragic since it was 
lenders who destroyed the home 
loan industry by extending credit 
and taking advantage of bor- 
rowers. 
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He says the oval office is 
“trying to pin the economic diffi- 
culties on Hispanics when that is 
not reality. The problems started 
from the top down.” The Silicon 
Valley Impeachment Coalition 
has scheduled on-going protests 
every Friday in downtown San 
Jose. 

They are callir.g for the 
market crisis, among other issues 
like wire tapping and torture, to 
finally be exposed and for the 
impeachment hearings to go 
forward.

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U.S. says nothing changed in Cuba 


Washington (EFE) — The 
U.S. government will keep doing 
everything it can to “promote posi- 
tive change” in Cuba and sees noth- 
ing new on the communist-ruled 
island now that ailing Fidel Castro 


Sunday designated Raul Castro, 76, 
as the country’s new president, five 
days after Fidel announced his re- 
signation. The 81 -year-old Fidel had 
governed Cuba since 1959, when he 
led a band of revolutionaries that

has passed the torch to younger 
brother Raul, a State Department 
spokesman said Monday. 

“T used the analogy this mor- 
ning from a Who song, you know, 
‘Meet the new boss, he’s the same 
as the old boss’,” Tom Casey said at 
the department’s daily press brief- 
ing, quoting from a 1971 song by 
British rockers The Who, “Won’t 
Get Fooled Again.” 

Cuba’s National Assembly on 
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overthrew U.S.-backed dictator 
Fulgencio Batista. 
“Unfortunately, the Cuban 
people deserve much better than 
the handover of a family business 
of dictatorship between the Castro 
brothers,” Casey told reporters 
Monday. “We will continue to do 
what we can to be able to promote 
positive change on the island.” 
“What we want to see happen is 
a real transition in Cuba that allows 


o de cbr . 
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for the release of political prisoners, 
the enjoyment of basic human and 
political rights by the people of the 
country, and ultimately, an oppor- 
tunity on their part to choose their 
own leaders,” the State Department 
spokesman said. 

White House Press Secretary 
Dana Perino was similarly dismis- 
sive Monday of the significance 
of the passing of the baton from 
one Castro to another. “The only 
thing that changed yesterday was a 


new led emerged but there is no 
indication that the Cuban people are 
going to be allowed to pursue a free 
and prosperous future,” she said. 

“What we would hope is that 
they would be able to start on a 
path to democracy. We are going to 
continue to support their aspirations 
for a better life but the president's 
position on the embargo has not 
changed,” Perino said. 

Far from lifting Washington's 
45-year-old economic embargo 


against the Havana regime, Presi- 
dent George W. Bush has imposed 
tighter restrictions on travel and 
remittances to Cuba. 

Virtual Republican presidential 
nominee John McCain promises to 
continue the tough line on Cuba, 
while Democrats Hillary Clinton 
and Barack Obama have said that 
significant easing of the embargo 
would depend on positive moves 
from the Cuban government.<>

El conocimiento de sus dere- 
chos laborales por parte de los 
trabajadores es un paso esencial 
para su defensa. A continuación 
enunciamos algunos de los más 
importantes:

y el mundo maya

El misterio del tiempo preocupó 
notablemente a la civilización maya, 
que fue una de las más importantes 
culturas prehispánicas. La capital 
de Yucatán, es Mérida, ciudad fun- 
dada por el español Francisco de 
Montejo, en 1542, sobre vestigios 
de la civilización maya. En Mérida 
es recomendable también visitar la 
Casa de Montejo y el Palacio de 
Gobierno, para luego admirar las 
bellas casonas del Paseo Montejo, 
construidas con el auge commercial 
del henequen. 

Chichén Itzá 

Los mayas ocuparon un gran 
territorio que comprende, en Méxi- 
co, la Península de Yucatán, Chiapas 
y Tabasco; parte de Guatemala, 
Belice y Honduras y fue una de las 
erandes civilizaciones Mesoameri- 
canas. Sus ciudades se conectaban 
por senderos trazados en la selva y 
hay más de 5,000 lugares arqueo- 
lógicos en toda la región. 

Chichén Itzá impresiona por 
su grandeza y por la selva que la 
rodea. Su arquitectura con bóvedas 
de piedras, canales de riego y be- 
llos edificios esculpidos revelan la 
importancia de esta ciudad, que fue 
centro ceremonial y comercial del 
mundo maya durante los siglos XI 
al XIII. En nombre Chichén Iztá 
deriva de las palabras mayas “pozo 
de agua”, en referencia a los cenotes 
o lugares donde se extraía el agua. 
Al entrar a Chichén Iztá, impresiona 
la Pirámide, llamada El Castillo, 
dedicada a Kukulcán representación 
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del dios Quetzaltcoatl, la Serpriente 
Emplumada, símbolo de la energía 
cósmica. 

Hacia el sur encontramos el 
templo de los guerreros presidido 
por el Chac Mol o sacerdote, el gru- 
po de las Mil Columnas, el Mercado 
y los Baños de Vapor. Siguiendo 
un sendero entre la foresta se llega 
al cenote, un hueco de agua que 
se conecta con ríos subterráneos. 
Continuamos hacia el Juego de la 
Pelota, el más grande América, con 
una enorme cancha de altas paredes, 
donde los contrincantes intentaban 
pasar la pelota de hule por un aro de 
piedra. Hay muchas versiones sobre 
este juego, lo cierto es que aparece 
en varias ciudades prehispánicas 
y parece que simbolizaba el ciclo 
temporal y la lucha de contrarios 
cósmicos - Día y Noche, Sol y Luna. 
Chichén-Iztá es frecuentada por más 
de tres millones de personas al año 
y en ella se realizan magnos eventos 
para los equinocios. 

Ek Balam, “El Jaguar Ne- 
gro” 

Siguiendo una ruta arqueo- 
lógica llegamos hasta las ruinas de 
Ek Balam, “El jaguar negro”, en 
maya, ciudad de piedra, fortificada 
con tres murallas, que reúne 45 es- 
tructuras de diversos estilos, con una 
pirámide central que tiene trabajos 
en estuco, pinturas y esculturas muy 
bien conservadas que pertenecen al 
periodo clásico, época de esplendor 
de la urbe. 

Nuestra ruta arqueológica ter- 
mina en Uxmal, la gran urbe de 
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Uxmal - Pirdmide el Adivino. Foto EFE 


estilo Puuc, decorada y esculpida 
y gran centro ceremonial que com- 
pitió con Tikal y Palenque y dejó la 
leyenda de la pirámide circular del 
Adivino. 

Uxmal significa reconstruida 
tres veces y durante su historia se 
añadieron edificios: el palacio del 
Gobernador, el Cuadrángulo de las 
Monjas, el templo de las Tortugas, 
dedicado a la Fecundidad, y varias 
plazas ricamente ornamentadas. No 
deje de visitar en este ruta Izamal, 
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uno de los 17 pueblos mágicos 
que hay en México, por mantener 
su historia y tradición. El enorme 
convento de Izamal está en el centro 
del pueblo, se construyó sobre una 
pirámide maya y en su atrio, el más 
grande de América. En el interior 
del convento se encuentra la capilla 
de la Virgen Nuestra Señora de Iza- 
mal, Patrona de Yucatán. 

Para los visitantes existe un 
sistema de visita en calesa, un 
pequeño carruaje tirado a caballo 
que nos lleva por los talleres de los 
artesanos. Para conocer la flora y 
fauna yucateca es preciso visitar el 
Parque Ecológico Celestum, sobre 
el Golfo de México. Celestum es un 
estuario de 13 millas de largo que 
alberga una gran variedad de pájaros 
y en su río se puede pescar y gozar 
del espectáculo de los flamencos 
rosados que llegan, entre marzo y 
agosto, para tener sus crias.<>
